the opportunity of returning today 

to your attractive city. As you know, 

I spent the early years of my life in 
Grassy Point, just across the river. I re- 
call many pleasant memories of my boy- 
hood, and played baseball here in Tarry- 
town many times. 

If for no other reason the “Legend of 
Sleepy Hollow” would make this com- 
munity famous to every American. This 
region, of course, is full of fantasies 
beautifully woven into realities by the 
facile pen of Washington Irving. I recall 
that I saw as many “hobgoblins” as the 
average young man of my age, and I 
have crossed many bridges, at times near 
midnight; but I have yet to actually 
meet the “Headless Horseman.” Fortu- 
nately for me, in so far as I know, he 
confined his activities to the east side 
of the river. 

It is especially fitting that during the 
present period of international struggle, 
our Nation should pay tribute to Amer- 
ican heroes of peace. Other countries 
have recognized their prominent figures 
in literature, art, and science, but the 
United States has been somewhat tardy 
in this respect. 

Today, however, we honor the first of 
thirty-five representative men and women 
whose lives have made our own more en- 
joyable. From American literature, art, 
and science, a number of notable per- 
sonalities are being given a place on our 
stamps. They will thus parallel the ap- 
pearance in other issues of our states- 
men and national leaders. 

The selections have been made after 
many suggestions and polls for which 
the Post Office Department extends its 
thanks. These authors, artists, composers, 
educators, inventors, poets, and scientists, 
represent America’s finest product. Na- 
tional figures such as Mark Twain, Ste- 
phen Foster, Booker T. Washington and 
Walt Whitman may be characterized as 
symbols in opportunity of American de- 
mocracy. Their achievements have in- 
fluenced the present. Their example will 
build for the future. 

It is especially fitting that the first 
name we honor in the authors group of 
the issues of famous Americans should 
be that of Washington Irving, a native 
of your peaceful, enchanting region. A

Famous American Poets 


JAMES WHITCOMB RILEY 


Though his ambition was to be an actor, James Whit- 
comb Riley never had the opportunity to go on the 
stage, except for readings of his own works, in which 
he was very popular, winning praise from Mark Twain 
as doing this in a most amusing manner. Riley was 
born at Greenfield, Ind., October 7, 1853, and died at 
Indianapolis, July 22, 1916. His father was a Civil War 
Veteran, lawyer and popular orator; his mother came 
of a family gifted at rhymes. At school Riley showed 
interest only in McGuffey’s Reader and his schooling 
ended at the age of 16. With some other youths he took 
up commercial painting, traveling the state until he said 
they “had covered all the barns and fences with adver- 
tisements.” There being no financial profit in this, he 
turned to writing, including plays and songs. He was 
editor for a few months of the town paper; then served 
similarly at Anderson. About this time he perpetrated a famous hoax, submitting 
to a Kokonao paper a poem titled “Leonanie” which was written in the style of 
Poe and irstended (and successfully) in making readers think it was Poe’s. His 
first widespread popularity began during his years with the Indianapolis Journal’s 
staff, when he wrote many things under the name “Benj. F. Johnson of Boone.” 
The first. verses were published in 1875. In 1883 was published the first volume of 
verse, “‘The Ole Swimmin’ Hole and ’Leven More Poems.” He never married and 
lived raost of his later years in Indianapolis. Rily is said to have been impractical 
in memy ways and his trips as a reader were noted for his habit of catching the 
wrong trains and getting off at wrong stations. While his dialect poems contained 
an ‘exaggerated Hoosier dialect, he could and did write many poems in the best 
En‘glish. An understanding of his fellow Hoosiers and a kindly humor with ability 
to describe homely scenes marks his works with an individuality distinctly his. 
F {is children’s poems were written from the children’s viewpoint, at which he has 
probably never been equalled. Greenfield is appropriate as first day city of the 
stamp, for in many of his works that town was the one he was consciously or 
unconsciously describing.

became America’s envoy to Spain. But 
our reason for remembering him is that 
in the troubled era of the previous quar- 
ter-century, he was our ambassador of 
good will to an unfriendly and skeptical 
world. He was, I might say, a kind of 
post-war Ben Franklin. It is an interest- 
ing coincidence that, as with Franklin, 
his picture is engraved on the green one- 
cent stamp. 

Here was a writer who expressed 
healthy, vigorous American feeling. He 
was an artist who created living people 
out of folklore. Everyone has read and 
remembers Rip Van Winkle, Ichabod 
Crane, Katrina Van Tassel, and that 
mysterious gentleman, Diedrich Knicker- 
bocker. These people live. Imbued 
with Washington Irving’s genial spirit, 
his wit and humor, and his clear and 
forceful style, these stories will live on 
in the speech of men. 

The subtle wit and satire of “Knick- 
erbocker’s History of New York” will 
always be of interest to the student of 
history. I was intrigued by the stories 
of the old Dutch Burgomaster, the Chief 
Magistrate of the thriving little city

then called “New Amsterdam.” In ap- 
pearance he was about as wide as he 
was tall, had fully six meals a day, and 
smoked his pipe incessantly. In fact, 
both time and distance were measured 
then by the smoking of pipes—one pipe- 
ful representing thirty minutes of time 
or the equivalent distance that could be 
traveled within that period. 

It is further said that the old Burgo- 
master was supplied with a very boun- 
teous repast at midday, whereupon he 
enjoyed a siesta for a considerable pe 
riod; that the attending bailiff warned 
all who came near that “His Excellency 
was thinking deeply for the good of the 
community.” I wonder if some of these 
traits of the good old Dutch father could 
not well be emulated by many of us. 
Then nothing was done in a _ hurried 
manner and decisions were reached only 
after calm and deliberate, if somewhat 
lengthy, meditation. 

There was a storv that Irving loved to 
tell about a ragged little urchin who one 
day came to him at “Sunnyside” and 
whispered, “Mister, do you love apples?” 
“Ay, that I do,” said Irving. “Well, 
come along,” said the youngster, “but 
don’t let the old man see us.” So Irving 
went on tip-toe to steal his own apples. 

Another tale reveals that sometime 
after writing “Rip Van Winkle,” Irving 
for the first time visited the scene of his 
story. He listened with great patience 
to a guide re-telling his own legend and

The First Day 





Although the Post Office Department 
makes considerable display of instruc- 
tions to postmasters and clerks that 
under no circumstances may a new stamp 
be issued prior to the day following the 
official first day sale at city designated, 
some offices neither read or obey these 
instructions. Emil J. Prochaska, Law- 
rence, Kansas, reports seeing the 3c Em- 
erson, on a letter from Harper, Kansas, 
and bearing the postmark of that office 
dated Jan. 26. The stamp was not to be 
placed on sale there until Feb. 6, the day 
following the first day sale at Boston, 
Feb. 5. 

J. Snook of Williamson, W. Va., sends 
a cover bearing the same stamp post- 
marked Feb. 1 at his home town, result- 
ing in the Linprint office being enabled 
to see a new stamp three days before it 
was Officially issued. 

Many post offices had received the new 
Famous American stamps before the first 
day of issue, as it was intended to have 
as wide a distribution of the issue as 
soon after the first day as possible. Har- 
per or a neighboring office evidently ig- 
nored the warnings issued on the package 
of stamps and in the Postal Bulletin, 
Supplements to the Official Guide, etc. 

These pre-first day sales are not recog- 
nized by cataloguers and never valued 
very highly by collectors as it is believed 
to do so would result in connivance in 
producing more.

Editor’s Notebook 


FAME TO THE It’s pleasant to note 
FAMOUS that the Post Office 

Department is em- 
barking on a campaign to have post- 
masters publicize the Famous Americans 
stamps, in short to make the public 
“commemorative conscious.” Too often 
in the past a stamp has been issued and 
except for stamp collectors, a few resi- 
dents of the first day city and shipping 
clerks, the stamp remained unknown to 
the majority of Americans. The average 
American when seeing by chance a collec- 
tion of recent commemoratives is invari- 
ably amazed at the number of them is- 
sued, for though he patronized the post 
office as much as anyone else, he had sel- 
dom encountered any of these special is- 
sues. With such spotlight evading a char- 
acteristic of 3-cent denominations, it was 
no wonder collectors gave voice to protest 
at plans to have 5c and 10c values in 
the Famous series, as it took no genius 
to determine that if the usual methods 
of distribution were followed, the Fa- 
mous would gain no additional fame 
among their non-stamp collecting coun- 
trymen.

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We hope the local P. M.’s do a good 
job of their newly acquired chore of 
publicizing the stamps and also hope the 
practice will be continued when other 
issues appear. The P. O. folk have un- 
dertaken another big improvement in 
commemorative distribution by supply- 
ing, whether requisitioned or not, the 
new stamps to each first and second class 
post office. That means 5,000 post of- 
fice counters will see the stamps and 
probably additional thousands of smaller 
offices will also have some of the stamps. 
Increased circulation of commemoratives 
should do the P. O. Dept. no harm from 
a financial standpoint, so their efforts 
are nothing less than good business tac- 
tics. 

This is all to the good of philately. 
It will show the rest of the population 
that someone besides George Washing- 
ton gets their picture on a stamp. And 
if all the designs are as pleasing as the 
Authors, we suspect many a person will 
concede that stamp collecting does have 
merit.

Perfs and Imperfs 


WE WONDER WHAT BELA LUGOSI 
will do at the Hollywood stamp ban- 
quet to live up to his record as star 
in “chiller-dillers?”? He might take a 
block of $5.00 Columbians and see how 
close he could come to the block with 
a lighted match—which should bring 
cold perspiration to any philatelic brow. 


BEST FIND STORY HEARD AT THE 
Columbus meeting was that of the an- 
tique dealer with almost no knowledge 
of stamps (as you will see if you read 
further) who ran across a postmaster 
who had hundreds of 2c Black Jacks 
on covers—local letters of the 60’s— 
which he sold our antiquer at 2c apiece 
for the lot. Several bisects were also in 
the lot, which the old-dish-hunter re- 
jected as “worthless.” The P. M. how- 
ever, when the deal was over, threw 
them in as waste paper and since they 
had been used to wrap some bundles 
of covers, the bisects escaped destruc- 
tion until some stamp collector came 
along and told our antique hunter what 
he had almost caused to be destroyed. 
It’s sort of an anti-climax to mention 
that he turned down some 500 Ic 1861s 
on covers (used on daily market re- 
port) as he thought Ic each for them 
as more than they might be worth! 
And it all happened not many months 
ago right here in Ohio and within a 
tankful of gas from our desk.

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Translations of the Constitution Issues Inscriptions 





We have requests for translations of the coat of arms of the U. S. “E pluribus 


the inscriptions on the foreign stamps is- 
sued in connection with the Sesquicen- 
tennial of the U. S. Constitution and 
these are as follows: 

Brazil: “Sesquicentennial of the North 
American Constitution.” 

China: Top center, “To commemorate 
the opening (inauguration) of the Amer- 
ican Nation”; top right corner is the 
value; to right of numeral of denomina- 
tion “Republic of China Postage”; and 
at foot of design outside the border are 





the initials of the printers ‘American 
Bank Note Co.” The characters across 
the map signify “Republic of China.” 

Dominican Republic: “Commemorat- 
ing the Sesquicentennial of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States of America 
1787-1937.” 

Ecuador: “Commemorative of the 
adoption and promulgation of the Con- 
stitution of the United States of Amer- 
ica. 1787-1937—1789-1939.” 

France: “Federal Constitution of the 
United States—Sept. 17, 1787.” 

Guatemala, Souvenir Sheet: Upper 
left stamp (15c Geo. Washington) “The 
first in peace, the first in war and the 
first in the hearts of his countrymen”; 
4c upper right stamp, “Good friend of 
the Latin American countries”; 4c lower 
left, none; 15c lower right, “Palace of the 
Pan-American Union.” At top of sheet 
in the margins: “Homage to the United 
States of North America” and at bot- 
tom of sheet the balance of this inscrip- 
tion “In the CL (150th) Anniversary of 
its Political Constitution.” 

Haiti: “150th anniversary of the Con- 
stitution of the United States of Amer- 
ica—1787-1937.” “Postes Avion” means 
“air mail postage.” 

Honduras: Lower half of book “Polit- 
ical Constitution of the United States of 
America”; at bottom of stamp, “Com- 
memorative—Sympathy (friendship?) of 
the Republic of Honduras to the United 
States of America.” 

Ireland: “The people of Ireland com- 
memorate the 150th anniversary of the 
American Constitution.” 

Nicaragua: Top, “International Air 
Mail Postage”; in vertical panels ““Hom- 
age to the United States”; the inscrip- 
tion under the picture varies with each 
stamp and these are given in Scott’s 
Catalogue; at bottom, “Commemorative 
of the Sesquicentennial of the Constitu- 
tion of the U. S. A. Sept. 17, of 1937.” 

Panama: In oval under ruined cathed- 
ral tower “Good Universal Benefits”; 
under Statue of Liberty the motto from 





unum—(one out of many)”; at bottom 
center “Homage to the North American 
Constitution.” 

Poland: Literal translation of inscrip- 
tion on stamp “150 years Constitution 
laws gathering America Western.” On 
the stamp the words “Zjedn.” and 
“Poln.” are abbreviations for “Zjed- 
nania” and “Polnaciu.” That translation 
is sent in by Joseph Stepanek of Berwyn 
in response to our published request. 
Lester Jankowski, President of the Po- 
lonus Philatelic Society of Chicago offers 
as an accurate translation the “150th 
Anniversary of the Constitution of the 
United States of North America 1787- 
1937.” 

Salvador: “CL (150th) anniversary of 
the establishment of democracy in Amer- 
ica.” 

Spain: Lower left of foot of statue, 
“Commemorating: Cordiality of the 
Spanish Republic” and to right “To the 
friends of the United States of America.” 

Turkey: The Turkish Embassy ad- 
vises that the inscription at foot of their 
Constitution stamps is “In memory of 
the 150th anniversary of the American 
Republic.” The other inscription com- 
mon to this and other Turkish stamps, 
“Turkiye Postalari” means “Turkish 
Post.” 

It should be noted that though most 
of the issues of Constitution stamps are 
inscribed in Spanish, these countries use 
a Spanish quite different from that of 
the Castilian of the mother country; 
therefore the translations are literal, ex- 
cept where the intended meaning is un- 
mistakable. 





Authors Stamps Shipped All 
First and Second Class Offices 


In order to have the fullest possible 
distribution of the Famous Americans 
Series, the Post Office Department is 
sending a supply of the Authors series 
to each First and Second Class post 
office. Only when the initial shipment 
proves inadequate for local demand, 
may postmasters requisition a further 
supply. Postmasters were instructed to 
take special precautions to prevent sale 
of the stamps prior to the second day 
of issue. 

The Department also requested Post- 
masters to “give the fullest possible pub- 
licity through the local press and other- 
wise to the stamps in the Authors’ and 
subsequent groups in the Famous Amer- 
icans Series. In addition, postmasters 
should solicit the cooperation of the local 
educational authorities in planning pro- 
grams and activities in the schools deal- 
ing with the life story and accomplish- 
ments of the heroic figures that are re- 
ceiving recognition in this special series 
of postage stamps.”

Drunken Fish In Design 
Of New Japanese 





Japan’s newest stamp issue, the two 
stamps commemorating the 2600th anni- 
versary of the founding of the empire, 
feature on the design of the 2-sen a kite, 
while upon the 10-sen are depicted five 
drunken fish. The choice of these peculiar 
subjects is due to the legend of the cir- 
cumstances of the founding of the em- 
pire. The first emperor, Jimmu Tenno, 
filled jars made of sacred clay with sake, 
the potent Japanese rice wine, poured 
their contents in the Nyu River and an- 
nounced that if the fish became intoxi- 
cated and floated like leaves upon the 
surface, then his success in setting up the 
empire was assured. Legend states the 
fish became intoxicated and he was suc- 
cessful, so the design depicts five of the 
inebriated fish and one of the jars which 
led to their deplorable (?) condition. The 
kite on the other design is in reference 
to another legend that during a battle, 
one of these birds in gold, perched on 
Jimmu’s shoulder and so dazzled the 
enemy that they were defeated. The New 
York Times illustrates the commemora- 
tive cancellation used in connection with 
issue, it too showing kite and drunken

“Where can I buy No. 467 U. S.?” 
Twice recently we have been asked this. 
The answer is that you can’t buy it for 

| such stamp exists. There is no num- 
| ter 467 in the catalogue. There are many 
| sumbers skipped in catalogues, the neces- 
| sary result of renumbering, issues that 
| gidn’t materialize, or issues that have 
been deleted because they didn’t exist 
jor were fakes, etc. There is no such 
| thing as No. 1 U. S. either, or the next 
96 numbers for that matter. There was 
once a number 467, the 5c carmine error 
rf. 10. Both this and number 505 (the 
} perf. 11 error) were deleted when the 
cataloguers commenced listing these two 
stamps as varieties of the 2c of each of 
those issues. They are now numbers 463b 
and 499h. 





An apparent U. S. Ic vertical coil sub- 
mitted by one reader brings up again the 
fact that dangerous fakes and “errors” 
can be created from booklet pane corner 
stamps. This reader’s 1c Franklin was 
rotary press printing, had normal coil 
straight edge margins on the two vertical 
sides, but was perforated 11 instead of 
10. There has never been a perf. 11 coil, 
and a slight curve in the straight edge on 
one side gave a hint of what the stamp 
originally must have been. Frequently, 
as we have explained in our “U. S. 
Notes,” booklet panes occur which the 
knife has cut considerably out of register, 
resulting in stamps on one side of the 
panes being nearly cut into (and some- 
times actually cut) while the stamps on 
the other side will have a wide imper- 
forate margin that may even include 
portions of the stamps in the adjoining 
pane in the printed sheet (these are 
printed in sheets of 60 panes and cut 
apart after assembling). If this cutting 
is to the left, and the perforations be 
centered to the right and top, the lower 
left corner stamp of the pane could be 
trimmed on the two perforated sides and 
a very genuine looking imperf result. 
That is why imperfs are collected in 
pairs. This perf. 11 “coil” stamp was 
made by simply cutting off only the 
tight hand perforation of either of the 
top two stamps in the left row of a 
booklet pane that was off center in cut- 
ting and perforation. Readers should look 
over a few stamp booklets at their next 
opportunity and the origin of such fakes 
can be easily understood. 





Lou Kreicker, Chicago dealer in 19th 
Century Great Britain, spots a “kink” 
m our answer Jan. 20 as to why old 
English stamps have letters in the cor- 
ners. The stamps were printed in sheets 
of 240, 12 rows across by 20 rows deep 
it is true, but the letters run from A to 
T, resulting in combinations of letters 
ranging from AA to TL. 





A reader inquires about some single 
U.S. 2c stamps of the 1912 design, ap- 
Parently imperforate, but having on the 





vertical edges either: five large perfora- 
tion holes close together; or two oblong 
holes, also close together. These are 
what are termed “Private Perforations” 
and were applied to imperforate sheets 
of U. S. stamps which stamp vending 
machine manufacturers made into coils 
for use in their machines. Each com- 
pany tried various combinations of holes, 
some of curious shape and arrangement. 
Sometimes these curious “perforations” 
were made before the sheets were made 
into coils; but others were made by the 
machine as it cut off the stamps in a 
strip for the person who had inserted a 
coin. After the government perfected 
the manufacture of coiled stamps to suit 
the vending machine manufacturers, they 
ceased to make their own coils and since 
they were the only customers for which 
imperforate stamps had been issued, the 
government ceased to issue stamps in 
sheets imperforate. If it were not for 
the needs of these venders, practically 
all the U. S. imperforates (1902-1926) 
would never have been issued. 


“Some of my Canal Zone overprints 
on U. S. 1923 design are spaced 9 milli- 
metres between the two words, others 
have it 11 mm. What should they be?” 
The normal spacing is roughly 9 mm., but 
it may be a fraction of a millimetre over 
or under that. However printings were 
made of some stamps where the over- 
print in that printing was normally other 
widths, as narrow as 7 or as far apart as 
11 mm. Others in between these extremes 
occur in sheets and blocks and are not 
uncommon. There is in fact so much 
variation in these spacings that to at- 
tempt to list them in the catalogue would 
be difficult and serve no purpose, as they 
have beeen of little interest to most col- 
lectors. Examples will be found of the 
overprints in one stamp being not exactly 
parallel with that on a neighboring stamp. 





“Why do some meter impressions have 
the name of town omitted?” Usually 
this is because that particular die is 
used in imprinting the meter indicia on 
registered mail and the postal rules for- 
bid the inclusion of name of office of 
origin in the meter marks used on reg- 
istered matter. The purpose of the rul- 
ing is to force postal employees in re- 
ceipting and checking registered mails to 
look at the back of registered matter for 
the postmarks which bear the name of 
post office where mail originated. Any 
tampering will then be quickly noted. 





Once more we would like to mention 
that orange, yellow, brown and similarly 
colored stamps change readily to dark 
brown or even black as the result of 
oxidizing or other chemical change. Sun- 
light will do it quickly. So stamps orig- 
inally printed in these colors and now 
dark brown or black are NOT errors, 
but worthless color changelings. A chem- 


ist can change the color of practically 
any stamp and it is possible to shrink 
the paper so the stamp will appear much 
smaller. 





“When will the stamp picturing John 
F. Stevens appear?” The Canal Zone an- 
nounced its intention, as of two or more 
years ago, of adding a stamp portraying 
this Civil Engineer to its regular series. 
The next addition to the series is the re- 
lease on his birthday anniversary in April 
of the stamp depicting Sydney B. Wil- 
liamson, an official notice of which has 
not yet been received. The denomination 
of the Stevens stamp is indefinite. 





Sweden, Norway and Denmark main- 
tain philatelic agencies. Axel Anderson 
of Minneapolis, Minn., advises the Swed- 
ish Agency has mailed first day covers 
for him and when sending him stamps 
they were sent registered without extra 
charge. The Danish agency at last re- 
ports was still selling at “face value” the 
stamps of Schleswig. The agency is at 
Copenhagen and sells at face value. 





“Are there any books on the 2c Black 
Jack stamp?” Our library has no record 
of any on this popular stamp.

Clippings From Chicago 





The Chicago Daily Tribune, “Hamil- 
ton, Bermuda, Jan. 18—The American 
Clipper arrived from the United States 
today and was preparing to continue to 
the Azores when it was held up for cen- 
sorship of its mail. The chief censor said 
that ‘on instructions of the home (Brit- 
ish) government trans-Atlantic European 
air mail will be censored from now on.’ 
The American Clipper is expected to take 
off tomorrow morning. Bermuda is the 
only British point the Clippers touch.” 

Ibid., “Washington, D. C., Jan. 18— 
The state department was represented 
authoritatively tonight as highly disap- 
pointed with Great Britain’s reply to its 
protest against interference with Ameri- 
can mails. The reply was regarded in offi- 
cial circles as a rejection based upon an 
untenable interpretation of international 
POW. «50% 

This country had protested that the 
British had no right under international 
law to interfere with American mails on 
the high seas, or to censor mails on neu- 
tral ships forced into British ports by the 
allied blockade patrol.” 

Ibid., ‘““Washington, D. C., Jan. 19.— 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull warned 
today that American trans-Atlantic Clip- 
pers may eliminate Bermuda as a stop 
and other American air service to the 
island may be discontinued if the British 
persist in interfering with American mail 
aboard planes... . 

The big flying boat took off for the 
Azores this afternoon carrying passengers 
but leaving behind more than a ton of 
mail taken off by the British censors. 
Officials at Bermuda announced the mails 
would be censored as rapidly as possible 
and forwarded with a minimum of delay. 
Preference in the order of dispatch will 
be given to non-German mail, it was 
said.” 

Ibid., “Oscar Sauerman, postmaster of 
Crown Point, Ind., was seeking a lost 
town last night. 

In a letter from C. R. Briggs of Cin- 
cinnati, chief postal inspector of the cen- 
tral area, Mr. Sauerman, as postmaster 
of the county seat of Lake county, was 
asked to announce that applications for 
postmaster of American City would be 
accepted until Jan. 24. 

The letter stated that American City is 
in Lake county, but Mr. Briggs wanted 
Mr. Sauerman to tell him just where 
American City is. Mr. Sauerman has had 
to admit that he doesn’t know. No one 
at Crown Point has ever heard of it. 

Mr. Sauerman says that if any cne 
finds American City he would like to be 
informed, but he does not plan to offer 
a reward.” —Seymour A. Rish.

Another set that I called to readers’ at- 
tention was the Bohemia-Moravia Over- 
prints. These sets have already doubled 
in current European wholesale quota- 
tions. Information gathered from New 
York wholesalers indicate that this set 
will go even higher because among the 
five leading wholesalers canvassed, the 
total supply did not exceed 20 sets, and 
they had unfilled orders for over 100 sets.
